The place was Dallas, Texas.

On a grassy knoll, a this men 
wearing sunglasses and carrying a 
rUle poked his bead up over a 
concrete abuttment and took care- 
ful aim. At that same moment an 
assassin leaning out of tha Texaa 
School Book Depository took aim. 
The assassin In tha Depository 
fired first. The second shot came 
from the man on the knoll. The 
third esme from the Depoeitory. 

John Fitzgerald Kennedy was dy- 
ing. bis brains and hia Ufa lying Ua 
the Up of his stunned and horrified 
wife who wae now climbing over 
tha back seat and onto the trunk 
•f the dark blue Continental lim- 
ousine. 

Dallas police ran toward the 
knoll, toward an old station wagon 
that was speeding away. Another 
patrolman ran toward the Deposi- 
tory. Deputy Sheriff Roger D. 
Craig also ran toward the building. 
Ba approached a man and asked 
him what ha was doing. The man 



replied that he wea a Secret Serv- 
ice agent. Craig spilled out hit 
story of a gun seen eliciting out 
from the sixth floor window The 
Secret Service agent was uninter- 
ested.

This reporter haa received con- 
firmation and photographic evl- 
deuce that a man was indeed stand- 
ing on the grassy knoll. The photo 
is reproduced here. For best re- 
mits, bold it severil feet sway and 
compare it to tha drawing made by 
an MIT. Graphic Arts expert. 

The man described by these pho- 
tographic experts closely resembles 
CIA agent Gordon Novel also 
shown here. Are they both the 
tamo man? 

Novel haa been considerably leu 
than honest. He is involved in the 
Garrison probe end he knows con- 
siderably more then he’s telling. In 
fact, he has threatened to expose 
the CIA's involvement if he is 
killed. Novel appeared at a press 
conference In Columbus, Ohio 
March 7. 1967 and presented a plas- 
tlc-«eaied card which, he said, 
proved he was a member of Louisi- 
ana Governor John McKei then's 
staff. The Governor angrily told 
this reporter the card was a coun- 
terfeit replica end that his signa- 
ture on It la forged.

The photograph was widely pub- 
lished; in fact, it was the first 
actual picture of the assassination 
that was made public. W*hy wai it 
ignored by the Warren Commis- 
sion? 

Novel haa admitted that be la a 
CIA agent. If be is the man on 
the hill. U may explain why CIA 
Director Allen Dulles was present 
■t more Commission meetings than 
any of the other Commission mem- 
bers.

Both 
died in the rice pad d lea of Viet- 
nam, fighting for a country and 
a cause they felt to be right 
Between the two deaths, Just 
before Angel entered the Army, 
the other five youths named above 
made a pact among themselves. 
It was. In effect, "If yon don't 
come back, Angel, we are going to 
go over and help do the Job you 
and Hernando were trying to do." 

Tho body of Pfe. Angel Vega 
waa returned to Woods boro Jan- 
uary 3 and buried January 3, 1968. 

Montalvo, Rodrigues. Escamil- 
la. Adame and Cisneros volun- 
teered for the Army . . . and com- 
bat duty . . . two days later. 



The first four passed their tests 
Jan. I sad left for Fort Polk, 
La. Cisneros waa told be waa not 
eligible, but that there waa a ray 
of hope If he would volunteer, to 
be drafted. On Jan. 10, he did. 

Five young men kept a promise 
made to a dead friend. 

I think that aa a nation we ran 
all hold our heads a little higher 
because of people Uke Hubert, 
Lee, Abel, Claude and Edward. 
And the La tin- Americans of our 
country can be particularly proud. 
They have taught the rest of us 
how to be Americana.
